WASHINGTON-, " Feb. 19.-The senate 


committee! 
on foreign relations this 


morning renewed the discussion on the 
bill which provide* for the extermination 
of the fur si a! herd of Pribyloff islands, 
unless Great Britain shall agree to a modi- 
fication of the regulations of the Paris 
award to such an extent as will thoroughly 
protect the seals from pelagic sealing. 
Mr. Morgan, who was absent from the 
last meeting, addressed the committee 
tor more than an hx.ur against the pro- 
posed bill. Every other member of the 
committee is in favor of the measure, and 
it was reported to the senate as soon as 
Senator Morgan concluded his speech. 


A resolution was offered in the senate 


by Mr. Lodge of Massachusetts instruct- 
ing the finance committee to investigate 
and report generally, on all the important 
facts and circumstances connected with 
the issue of United States bonds in 1894, 
1895 and 189S and as to how the proceeds 
of such bonds have been disposed of. 


Mr. Hill of New York said he would 


like to examine the resolution more care- 
fully than he had time to do now and it 
went over until tomorrow. 


The joint resolution to revive the grade 


of lieutenant general of the United States 
army was introduced in the senate today 
by Mr. Elkinsof West Virginia and was 
referred to the committee on military 
affairs. 


Senator Carter of Montana offered a 


resolution to recommit the tariff bill, and 
gave notice of a speech Monday. It is 
presumed he will explain the position of 
the silver men who voted against the bill 
last week. 


The senate agreed to take up the Cuban 


resolution at 2 o'clock tomorrow after- 
noon. This will settle the United States 
attitude when action i» taken. 


In the house the ways and means com- 


mittee also took np the matter of seals 
and ordered a report on the bill of Mr. 
Dingley of Maine amending the act to 
prevent the extermination of fur-bearing 
animals in Alaska. The measure author- 
izes the president to conclude negotia- 
tions with Great Britain, Russia and 
Japan for further investigation of the 
seal question with n view of establishing 
new regulations for their protection. If 
negotiation fails to bring about an effectual 
protection of the seal herd the secretary 
of the treasury is empowered to take and 
killalllthe seals on the Pribyloff islands. 
and se'ljthoir skins to test advantage. 


An important piece of legislation was 


decided upan by the house judiciary com- 
mittee ami contemplates restricting the 
ready-divorce industry by making one 
year's residence a prerequisite for any di- 
vorce in the territories. This bill was 
prepared 
by Congressman Gillett of 


Springfield. 


The committee on territories voted to 


reconsider the former vote aga inst Arizona 
and New Mexico statehood bills, thus 
leaving Hum before the committee. 


Later tht ways and means committee 


j today authorized Chairman Dingley to rc- 


j port favorably the bill relating to the ex-

INSURGENTS ARE DEFEATED, 


UA3JNOK FIRING HEARD ABOUT

HAVANA, Feb. 10.—The Spanish forces 


are claiming victories today. 


General Linares, while pursuing a num- 


ber of insurgents, met and attacked a 
force of the enemy commanded by Gen- 
eral Maceo at the heights of Poryenir near 
Chimboraseo mountain, fifteen miles from 
Havana. The insurgents occupied a good 
position, but were driven from it with a 
loss of fifteen killed and a number wound- 
ed. The latter were carried away by the 
retreating forces. 


Later while reeoinnoitering, Gen. Lin- 


ares came across a force of insurgents com- 
manded by Gomez while passing through 
a defile. The Spaniards opened fire, ar- 
tillery being brought into play as well as 
infantry. The insurgents lost six killed 
and twenty-seven wounded. 


Artillery firing elsewhere leads to the 


belief that other severe engagements 
have taken place. 


Guanajales Insurgents commanded by 


Varona and Sotolongo have had a skir- 
mish with Spanish troops. 
The former 


left five killed on the field and retired with 
their wounded. 


Insurgents under Garcia Aoevedo have

THE PUBLIC KINDERGARTEN. 


\Ve have sometimes beard the kinder- 


garten work now being done in North 
Adams slightingly spoken of and even 
•net red ot. It is safe to say that the work 
li not generally appreciated or its charac- 
ter understood. 


In St Paul, Minn., the question of the 


continuance of public kindergartens is 
BOW before the public for settlement. It 
to a question of economy of the school 
money. 
The St. Panl Globe in dealing 


with the question speaks out so strongly 
and well in the matter that tve reprint 
here a portion of its article on the subject. 
It is of interest to any town or city just 
beginning the experiment of kindergar- 
tens.. The Globe says in part: 


"The kindergartens are, pre-eminently, 


the schools of tbe people. They nave 
done their noblest, highest work in 
gathering in from the streets the uncared- 
for waifs of those homes where the hard 
Btrupgle for life by both parents is intense. 
To these the kindergarten has come like 
the opening of the gates of heaven. 


"It has taken their little, sordid lives, 


growing awry in squalor and slipping fast 
away into the youth of vice, and shown 
to them the beauty of love, of order, of 
discipline, of courtesy, of helpfulness, of 
obedience and of the beginnings of learn- 
ing. It has stood to them in the place of 
a home life too scanty and too depressed 
by labor and discouragement. It has sur- 
rounded them with good 
influences, 


opened their young minds to sweet im- 
pulses, started their little feet in the way 
that leads not only to instruction, but to 
good citizenship and to true manhood and 
womanhood. 


'•Let the last vestige of the schools be 


swept out of existence by a sham economy 
bel'ore the kindergartens close their doors 
to t he helpless and neglected. No parent 
who has evcpspent half a day in any well- 
conducted kindergarten has any doubt of 
the ir surpassing value. No teacher whose 
pupils hare had the advantage of kinder- 
garten training lails to say that it has 
advanced them far beyond those who 
have not known it. It reaches down and 
out and is more benincent than any other 
educational instrumentality. It is the 
school of the people. Let it be secure 
against assault." 


CAM REED BEAT HIM? 


An enthusiastic McKinley ipan has sent 


the TRAXSCKIPT a Chicago paper contain- 
ing an account of the reception given 
Governor McKinley at the Lincoln birth- 
day celebration in the windy city. Boldly 
written on the paper were these words: 
"Have you any idea Reed can beat him ?" 


Before quoting the Chicago paper's en- 


thusiasm, wf want to answer in the affirm- 
ative, and say that we hate sot just such 
an idea exactly. 


We acknowledge the great personality 


Mr. McKinley possesses, and the magic of 
bis presence. But Mr. Reed, too, is an 
agreeable man. and, beside that, weigh 
tlie gray matter of the two men and the 
people today will say that the advantage 
rots with tbe man from Portland, Maine. 


But that there is immense enthusiasm in 


the west for McKinley is not to be denied, 
nor that this enthusiasm will not prove 
dangerous to other candidates at St. 
Louis. A sample of this contagious en- 
thusiasm we here give, taken from the 
Chicago Times-Herald. Describing Mr. 
JJcKinley's reception at the Lincoln sup- 
per it said: 


"It began to be fuiious early in the 


evening. The long line of men with legal, 
professional, diplomatic and political ti- 
tles was barely seated in the front of the 
b'g dining-room when there came from 
the floor below a modest gentleman, con- 
ducted by a committee. The people at 
tlie back tables recognized him. Some- 
body shouted his name. This started the 
i-onfusion. Dignity was relegated. The 
din had no measure this side the capacity 
i>n,509 throats. They began to give col- 
lege cries adapted to Republican senti- 
ment. One band wanted to know what 
•v,-as the matter with William McKinley. 
'j he answer was unanimous. It was the 
t hout of an army. 


"It was a historic moment the instant 


McKinley was mentioned. It was confu- 
sion confounded by fury. It lasted fully 
i;veminutes,swelling,sinking only to break 
out with redoubled vim. Men crowded by 
main force into the room, dragging down 
those who had gained vantage points on 
•window sills and ledges. The clamor was 
heard in the street and echoed by the 
marching clubs. Every lung contributed 
its best share. Men jelled, stood upon 
chairs and tables. Some shrieked. Age 
was forgotten; joung men loosed lusty 
lungs. A chorus like the roar of a whirl- 
wind rattled the lights in the arches. The 
c-lamor amazed men who have seen all 
the political clamors since Lincoln died."

, race.

J. H. Orr & Co. Are at Present 


Rushing the 
Har- 


vest. 


A LARGE FORCE OF MEN BUSY 


Improved Appliances Greatly Facilitate 


the Work. 
A Gasoline Engine and an 


Elevator Make Things Rattle. Stor- 


ing Over Two Tons Per Minute. 


J. H. Orr & Co. ore rushing the ice har- 


vest these days and the scene presented 
at their large stack and ice bouse on South 
State street is a busy one indeed. They 
are employing about fifty men, and this 
force, with the excellent facilities that, 
have been provided, is able to put up ice 
at a rate that would have seemed impos- 
sible a few years ago. 


By means of an elevator made expressly 


for tbe business it is possible to hoist the 
cakes of Ice from the water to the top of 
the stack in very rapid succession. The 
power is furnished by a gasoline engine 
manufactured at Dayton, O. This was 
procured by the company the present sea- 
son. It has a capacity often horse power 
and does its work easily and perfectly. 
The elevator consists of what may be 
called an endless chain which runs from 
the water over a pulley at the top of the 
stack, and by the large -wooden cross- 
pieces on this chain the cakes of ice are 
caught and carried swiftly to the top, 
where they fall into a chute and slide 
away to any part of the ice-house or stack, 
being turned from the chute by switches 
wherever desired. 
The result is that 


many packers can be kept busy and the 
work goes along smoothly and steadily. 


But it takes a big stock of ice to keep 


this machinery busy and consequently 
the scene on the pond is by no means 
without interest. 
The cutting is done 


with ice plows and the cakes are floated 
to the foot of the elevator by a large gang 
of men who use poles with sharp |irona in 
the ends. From the foot of the elevator 
a narrow channel cut in the ice extends 
some distance into the pond. This chan- 
nel is just wide enough for the cakes of 
ice to float through one at a time and it is 
the business of the men who move the ice 
from the pond to keep a steady stream 
coming. The result is that no time is lost 
by the men or the machinery and all 
moves along like clock work. 


The elevator will take up from two to 


two and one-half tons of ice per minute, 
consequently ten hours of steady work 
means a sizeable addition to the pile, 
which has already assumed large dimen- 
sions and is still to be greatly increased. 
It takes 1,100 large sized cakes of ice for a 
single layer on the stack and in the ice 
house. The ice that is being stored now 
is about fourteen inches thick. 


The storage capacity of the ice house 


and stack where 
the work is now 


going on is 6,000 tons, and 
besides 


this the company has other 
houses 


nearer the city with a capacity of nearly 
4,000 tons, so that the total amount to be 
put up this winter, in case the crop does 
not fail, will be close to 10,000 tons. 
This 


is a large quantity of ice, but the market 
is incaeasing every year and the company 
finds it necessary to frequently increase 
its facilities. These are now superior to 
any the company ever had before and the 
harvest will be prosecuted vigorously un- 
til finished if the weather continues favor- 
able. 


It is not often too cold for the business, 


but such was the case Monday, when it 
was necessary to suspend operations, as 
no man could have worked on that pond 
that day without being frostbitten. 


Orr & Co. have already stored between 


6,000 and 7,000 tons of ice,besides Oiling the 
Armour and 
Hammond 
refrigerators. 


This leaves much work yet to be done, 
but with favorable weather the harvest 
will be completed in good season. A visit 
to the pond where the work is now in 
progress will repay any one who wishes to 
see ice handled systematically and rapidly.

A Medical View of Its TJ» Three CentnrlW

It needed a very bold man to resist the 


medical testimony of three centurles'ago 
against water drinking. Few writers can 
bo found to say a good word for it. One 
or two only are concerned to maintain 
that, "when begun In early llfe.it may be 
pretty freely drunk with Impunity," and 
they quote the ourlous Instance given by 
Sir Thomas Elyot in his "Castle of 
Health," 1541, of the Cornish men, "many 
of the poorer sort, which never, or very 
seldom, drink any other drink, be not- 
withstanding strong of body and like and 
live well until (hoy bo of groat age." 
Thomas Cogan, the medical schoolmaster 
of Manchester fame, confessed in his 
'•Haven of Health," 1689, designed for 
tho use of students, that lie knew some 
who drink cold water at eight or fasting 
in tho morning without hurt, and Dr. 
James Hart, writing about GO yean later, 
could even claim auroug his acquaintance 
"some honorable and worshipful ladles 
who drink littlo other drink, and yet enjoy 
more perfect health than most of them 
that drink of the strongest." The phe- 
nomenon was undeniable, but tho natural 
inference was none the less to bo resisted. 


Sir Thomas Elyot himself is very cer- 


tain, in spite of the Cornish men, that 
"there ba in water causes of divurs dis- 
eases, as of swelling af the spleen and 
liver." Ho complains oddly also that "it 
flittcth and swimmoth," and concludes 
that "to young men, and them that be of 
hot complexions, it; dooth legs harm, and 
sometimes it proflteth, but to them that 
are feeble, rid and melancholy it is not 
convenient." "Wntor is not wholesome 
cool by itself for an Englishman," was tho 
version of Andrew Bordo—monk, physi- 
cian, bishop, ombassndor and writer on 
sanitation—as tho result of a life's experi- 
ence. And to quote the-'Englishman's 
Doctor:" 
Both water and small beer, we make no ques- 


tion, 
Are enemies to health and good digestion. 


But the most formal Indictment against 


water is that of Veuner, who, writing In 
1622, 
ponderously pronounces "to dwellers 


in cold countries it doth very greatly de- 
ject their appetites, destroy tho natural 
heat and overthrow tho strength of the 
stomach, and consequently confounding 
tho concoction la the cause of crudities, 
fluctuations and windiness in the body." 
—Hospital. 


Babonra, the First Created Woman. 
According to our Bible and traditions 


In general, tho first woman was Adam's 
"helpmeet"—tho ono w« call Evo. The 
Hebrew Talmudists tell of another and 
previous wifo of "our Father Adam." If 
we are to believe their story, there was a 
woman created on the same day when 
Adam was fashioned from the dust of the 
earth.

This was Baboura, tho 


first woman of Madagascar.

light of the fact that there ore dozens of 
nntivo sea islanders who believe that the 
first woman entered this world through 
some sort of a sore on a man's body.—St.

Cold Drawn Steel Tnblnc. 


Tha cold drawn process Is now largely 


resorted to in the production of steel tub- 
Ing and is a great factor iu tho construc- 
tion of the bicycle and involves machinery 
both ponderous aud powerful. One of the 
methods employed consists in taking a 
piece of stoel iu the shapo of n bar, or iu- 
got. 
This is bored through tho center, 


and it is then passed through u die, after 
which it is heated and treated to a bath in 
a secret preparation, which removes the 
temper that tho drawing process imparts. 
This is repeated a number of times, each 
die used being smaller than Its predecessor, 
with tho result that the tube grows small- 
er and longer. This Is continued until 
tho tube is of tho right diameter aud 
gauge. 
Tho drawing out of it piece of 


steel iu this manner, without heating, Is 
regarded ns a notable example of tho per- 
fection of modern machinery.—New York 
Sun.

Every .Tew in the northeastern depart- 
ment must liave a license to do business, 
apil a nolftriftl authorization lor pawn- 
brokerage. Any Jew not domiciled at the 
moment in Alsace might not thereafter ao- 
quire domicile in that department, and" 
could do so In others only by becoming a 
landowner crui tilling the soil. Every Jew 
should be liable to military service, and 
unlike his Christian fellow citizens might 
not provide a substitute. 
Moreover, be 


must adopt and use a family iiauio. 


This stringent law was rigidly enforced, 


except In Bordeaux, the Girondo arid the 
Landes, where no offense had been given.

Ho had hail his side whiskers shaved 
off, and looked almost precisely as he did 
when he left i'alem some two years ago. 
He seemed cool and collected 


lie was repr wilted by Hon. W. D. 


Jsovthemi, who helcl a few moments' pri- 
vate coiwrsati m with him iu the ante- 
room, ;tCtou winch Murphy returned to 
tho dock aud pleaded not guilty to all tho 
charts.

DKtrk-t Atto-ney White then moved 


that lie be requi stud to recognize in sub- 
stantial hail, an.l stated to the court tho 
eircu'n^l:tuco-i of the onse—that Murphy 
had been a trusted employe of tlie bank, 
ami thai mi bis misdoing-, Ix-ins; discovered 
in December, Ifc n, lio had srizeil S500 from 
the drawer of the hank, and, leaping from 
a window in a toilet room, had left, and 
nothing more ivas beard of him until a 
few wivks ngo lie was apprehended at San 
FraiiCKco, vut had been brought back to 
answer to these charges.

Mr. Northern! stated that as to the $500, 


the larceny of v.hich was charged, Murphy 
hud IcU a cbeel; on which tho bank hail 
realized—this Mr. White denied—as to tho 
embezzlement ho was informed by Mur- 
phy that nothing like the amount named 
had In'eu taken. 


Under peculiar circumstances which 


would considerably palliate the offense 
when stated, lie had undoubtedly made a 
mistake aud Mkcu some money, but ho 
had not left the country, and was engaged 
in «n effort to retrieve his fortunes In or- 
der to make restitution at the time of his 
arrest. 


Ho wished to say that the newspaper

home, lie was assured by Murphy and he 
was corroborated by the officers, never 
took place.

fessional '-cracksman," tho other a mere 
boy—started from Boston 10 days ngo on 
a safe "cricking" campaign. They took 
with them a formula for the manufacture 
of a most powerful explosive, the inven- 
tion of the younger man. 


The night before they departed they 


blew open tho safo in the office of the 
Metropolitan Insurance company, New- 
ton, to get funds, and secured $70J. 


Plans had been laid to wreck several 


national banks in the southern and west- 
ern states, and the burglars believed that 
they would reap n harvest. 


Both men are now locked up in the 


Tombs iu New York city. After careful 
investigation Detectives Taylor and Pep- 
pcrted havo facts in their possession which 
lead them to believe that they have in cus- 
tody two of the most dangerous bank 
burglars in tlie country. 


The men in custody of the detectives 


pave their names ns William F. Mason, 
IB years old, and Thomas Stevens, 40 year< 
old. 


When arrested, lu Stevens' room were 


found some 5 per cent railroad bonds, un- 
signed, and $5(M in cash. 


Mason is regarded as one of the cleverest 


criminals that havo come to this town. 
He is well educated, and evidently has 
been used to refined surroundings. 


He'has found a new way to crack the 


most thoroughly burglar proof safe with 
chemicals. The detectives do not think 
that he has over served time in any prison. 


Stevens is a man weighing probably 250 


pounds, has powerful muscles and is of 
flue physique. Ho is supposed to have 
furnished the experience for the pair. 


A t hird man at least has been connected 


with the case. He was an old-time bank 
burglar of tlie name of L. W. Moore. 


Mason and Stevens had lived at 34 East 


Twelfth streel. Mason was arrested while 
trying to procure a half pound of nitro- 
glycerine at a druggist's. He was heavily 
armed, Stevens was arrested at his room, 
•while in bed. Ho had a revolver .and a 


Illrk Under Uls Pillow. 


Mason and Stevens were takeu before 


Chief O'Brien by Detective 'Taylor yester- 
day, and there Mason made a full confes- 
sion. To begin with. Mason told O'Brien 
that his real iiamj was Adams, aud that 
his father was a jeweler at 10 State street, 
Boston, und a prominent citizen ot the 
Hub. He said that for two years he had 
worked In a safe manufacturing establish- 
ment, and while there had made a study 
of safe-blowing. 


He got hold ot a book on safe-blowing, 


written by L. \V. Moore, 
He experi- 


mented some with it, and decided that ho 
had the greatest method ever known for 
blowl ng safes. It was by the use of nitro- 
glycerine and other chemicals. 


The only trouble, he said, was in regu- 


lating the explosions so as not to blow up 
the building when the work was being 
done. 


Ad.-mis found Moore, and the latter 


agreed to help him to start on his career 
of crime. He Introduced him to Stevens. 
Moore then went to New Orleans and 
mado plans to rob a national bank in that 
city. Then lie sent fur Adams and Ste- 
vens. They needed J3UQ to get to New Or- 
leans. 


They decided to crack & safe near Boston 


to raise the cash. They tried to crack a 
safe in Newtonville, Mass., but were un- 
successful.

Is verified, and the miracle appears in the 
fact that those noted as missing have re- 
ported, and out of the 6SO human beings 
who crushed and struggled for life in the 
dame-bound building but three fatal end- 
ings came. The names of those who were 
killed are Sirs. Catherine Kane, Mrs. Mar- 
garet Carroll and Mrs. Johanna Doyle. 


The dramatic incident of yesterday oc- 


curred about noon, when a member of the 
flrm ot Stctheimer & Co. began calling 
the roll of employes to find the missing. 
Pale-faced woni«n, nervous with the shock 
of Monday night, stood in rows before the 
caller of the roll. As the call proceeded 
the answers caiue readily, and there woro 
looks of relief upon the faces. When tho 
names of the dead women wero reached— 
Mrs. Carroll, Mrs. Carr and Mrs. Foley— 
there Vere sobs and tears. 


When the call was completed, seven ab- 


sentees were noted, and emissaries were 
sent out to find them, the apprehension in 
the meantime growing into a settled be- 
lief that they were in tho building. By 5 
o'clock last night, all had been located, 
nnd police aud firemen are alike in their 
•wonder as to how the great mass of hu- 
manity escaped.

SIXTY MINERS BURIED 


By an Explosion and Cave-In In an 


Atchison Railroad Colliery, . 


Hundreds of Men Hake Vain 


Attempts at Rescue. 


None ot the Entombed.Men Likely to Reach 


the Surlace Alive. 


NEW CASTLE, Colo., Feb. 19.—The Vul- 


can coal mine, owned by the coal depart- 
ment of tho Atchison Railroad company, 
was destroyed by a terrific explosion of 
giis yesterday, aud over BO miners wero 
eiitombed. 


AH efforts at rescue were unsuccessful, 


and it will be many days before tho bodies 
of the unfortunate workmen will be re- 
covered. 


For a time it was thought tho coal in 


the great vein hod become ignited, but 
last night the smoke niul-fcas fumes had 
almost died away, and there Is some slight 
hope entertained that fire will not add to 
the terrors of the present situation. 


AH business is practically suspended, 


ami everyone is dazed ab the awfuluess of 
the sudden disaster. No warning was 
given tho peaceful villagers until asuddca 
report as from 100 cannons resounded 
throughout the valley. 


A throng of people were soon on the 


scene of the disaster, a di- ranee of nearly 
two miles from New Cattle. A glauoo 
was enough to dissipate auy hope for the 
lives of the entombed men. 
The forco of 


the explosion had caused a cave-in, aud 
the tuuuel and air courses were tilled 
•wall the fallen rock, earth and timbers. 
Botli fnnhonscs were wrecked, and the 
slope and vicinity were so full of debris, 
and the gas TVJS so bad, that it was hard 
and dangerous work to begin the rescue. 


Nevertheless, willing hands were soon at 


work, und live men went down as Ear as 
possible to ascertain the condition of the 
slope, and found it such that it will re- 
quire much work to even reach the por- 
tion occupied by tho laborers, 'i'hc gas 
was so bad that nfl or tho party had gotten 
200 feet, they were compelled to reeoiio. 


Willing Hearts und Handa. 


The Consolidated mine shul down im- 


mediately on hearing of the disaster, and 
eont their entire force of 150 men to help 


I tho unfortunate ones. 
The construction 


of a temporary fanhouse was commenced 
at once, and the work of pumping fresh 
air into the mine will begin as soou as 
possible. It is hardly possible any of Uui 
miners are still alive. But the starting of 
the fans will be made as soon as possible, 
iu the hope that if any have survived they 
may be kept alive until help reaches them. 


Tho only man who got out of the mine 


at the time of tho explosion was Edward 
Welch, who was near the mouth of the 
tunnel, and was blown out. His skull 
•was fractured, arm broken, face badly cue 
and burned and all the hair burned from 
his face. Ho was breathing when found, 
but expired shortly after without showing 
consciousness. 


Two young miners, Tom Connelly and 


•Tames Petrie, met with narrow escapes. 
Their eyes becoming sore, they quit work 
in the mines and bad just emerged from 
the tunnel when the explosion occurred. 


As soon as the news of the explosion 


reached 
New Castle, 
Superintendent 


Blouut closed the mines of the Colorado 
Fuel company, and taking all his miners, 
left for the Viilcan mines, where all aTo 
actively fit work aiding in the attempts at 
rescue. There are two shafts iu addition 
to the one in winch the explosion took 
place. In the upper ot these two the res- 
cuers arc in about 300 feet, and it is 
through ihis that air can be forced into 
some of the rooms. 


In this ratiln tunnel men are at work 


building a division with boards and can- 
vas, through which air can be forced ill 
on tlie ono side ami tho foul gas driven out 


J from ihe other. But this is slow work. 


The cause ot the explosion, was the ignition 
of gas.
